During the past week so many people j 
have asked me my reasons tor resigning 
my position as Assista it Postmaster that ' 
mere seems to be a gentral interest in 
the subject. Tnis is perhaps' natural as 
there is no other institution hi the town 
which comes -o i losely in touch with all i 
the people of Winchester every day as the j 
Post Office an I anything which affects 
the work ot the offi :e is ol interest to its I 
patrons. 

Mv reasons were fully Set f.irtll in my 
letter 01 resign i'i m which I handed the 1 
Postmaster, an I tiie publication ot that j 
would probably answer those interested | 
as well as anything else. The letter was , 
as folllows: 

Winchester, Miss.. Dec. 29, 1909. 

J. W. Richardson, 1'. M. 
Winchester, Mass. 

Sir, — For several months it has been 
apparent that your views and mine re- 
garding the conduct ot the work ot the 
Winchester Post Office have been widely 
at variance with little or no prospect ot 
their being reo incited. 

Your attitude has been one of oppo- 
sition to ,-verv suggestion that I have 
made tor the betterment ot the service, in 
an endeavor to bring it to a higher state 
of efllCellCV, to take advantage ot the 
facilities which the Department 1 as pro- 
vided, an I to give the town the service toJ 
which it is entitled and which it might 
eujov it the work was properly arranged 
and intelligently direi ted, 

Every change which I have suggested 
ha. been taken as a reflection on the 
manner in which you have conducted the 
affairs of the oliice and accordingly has 
been dismissed in nearly every case with- 
out even the courtesy ot an answer. 

You have ti ied to throw on me the 
responsbihty tor the work 01 others with- 
out giving me authority to arrange that 
w ork as it should be done or even mak- 
ing it possible tor me to do what you re- 
quired. Your attention has been called 
to this repeatedly hul you nave neglected 
to change either the wor k or the hours to 

make possible vvllul V >u asked. 

Your greatest objection has been that 
1 have tried to do my work and have 
others do theirs better than has been 
done since you assumed charge of the 
office. 

You do not seem to consider any im- 
provements wheihi r needed or possible. 
I believe that many improvements could 
and shoul I be made in every department 
ot the work, an I that, too, without any 
additional ii.ioisiiij.s on th< employes ot 
the olfice, but m many cases under more 
agreeable conditions th in at present. 
It must therefore be only too evident that 
tor me to retain my present position will 
I •• of tin advantage to the office as i '.1 
impossible for me, under the conditions 
th >t von have m ule, to d > mv work in 
accordance with the requirements ot th • 
Department and the I'. Land R., orwith 
any degree of satisfaction to myself. I 
do' not care to he longer identified with 
the work of this office as it is at present 
conducted. 

You are of course aware that you have 
the authority to remove meat anv lime 
vou wish. Eor reasons best known to 
yourself you have not seen lit to do so. 
To relieve you of anv further embarass- 
ment in this regard and to allow vou to 
appoint some one more in harmony with 
your views I hereby tender mv resi;- 
nat'on as Assistant Postmaster to take 
effect J m. 1. [910, as y,iii say that date is 
agreeable to vou.

request f< r prompt and wise action. 
Interest cn War Losr.s 

It hai teen calhd to my attention 
that there are certain eq iltable claims 
for reimbursement of gold premium 
and Interest charges paid by the cotn- 
monwealt! on Its war loans, which the 
federal government may properly be 
• sled to pay, after enabling legisla- 
tion has been enacted at Washington. 
The sum at Issue Is a large one. 
am- anting to mote than a million dol- 
lars. 

At tie present time thei i-* no au- 
thority in law which would allow the 
governor ;.nd council to make proper 
contracts and arrangements for the 
presentation of these claims. Under 
section T: of chapter r, of the revised 
laws, the governor, with the advice 
and consent <.f the council, is given 
authority to make contracts to collect 
moneys die tlie commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, "except any claim for 
reimbursement of interest paid by the 
commonwealth on Its war loans." 
'1 hese claims to which I l ave referrel 
ar • iu part for "Interest paid by the 
commonwealth on its war loans," and 
it is nee. ssary for tlie legislature t 1 
take action, in order to give the gov- 
ernor and co ipcil authority to make 
proper arrangements to prosecute 
these claims. 1 ti e . for" recommend 
that such action be taken. 

Education 
The reorganlz d board of education 
was appointed on the thirtieth day of 
June, 1909, to take oWep on the the 
first day of July. The members have 
necessarily had little chance to do 
anything up to the present time except 
to familiarize themselves with present 
conditions and engage a commission- 
er of education. As the obi commis- 
sion on industrial education and its 
officials went out of office when the 
new board came in. the members of 
the new hoard were themselves obligi 1 
to devote a groat deal of time and at - 
; tentlon to the ordinary routine work 
which was required until they could 
. decide on a commissioner of education 
and get tlie new hoard thoroughly or- 
ganized. They have now engaged 
their commissioner, and are carefully 
studying the questions which com 
within their province, especially the 
matter of industrial education, and 
how best to adapt it to our present 
school system. 

They find that the statutes under 
Which Industrial schools may he and 
have been established are not clear; 
and. because of this lack of clearness, 
many questions have arisen In the 
past, under the commission on in- 
dustrial education, in regard to so- 
called Independent Industrial schools, 
which need to lie settled and which 
can he cleared no "»'»• new legis- 
lation. The board of education will 
ask for such action as it deems neces- 
sary, and will explain in detail the 
reasons theretor and What it desires to 
accomplish . 

This question of Industrial educa- 
tion and how it shall be worked In 
harmony with, and very likely become 
a part of, our public school system, 
Is a great one. The hoard has not 
bad time as yet to properly study out 
and formulate a definite policy. It is 
not de Irable that the commonwealth 
should rush Into this matter haphaz- 
ard, and without careful considera- j 
tion and a definite plan. 

We have an tilde hoard of educa- 
tion, which is earnestly devoted to its 
duties, and during the present year it 
win have time to, and win, formu- 
late definite plans as to what should 
lie di ue for the real advancement ol 
tills Important work. In the mean- 
time, it would be an unwise policy 
and bad judgment to create separate 
and Individual schools for industrial 
education^ I, ioh would not he Integral 
parts nl'Wr whole school system. 

Much can be done this year by the 
board, ami legislation will be request- 
ed which will permit such work as is 
deemed proper; but it will, after the 
passage of new legislation, require 
some time to study out a system he- 
fore tlie board will he able to go ahead 
with a compU ted plan of education 
which shall include industrial educa- 
tion as one of its principal and com- 
ponent parts, 

State Library 
Mere room has been given to the 
state library, and the trustees and the 
librarian are planning to use this 
space for legislative reference work. 
Tiiis win necessitate the employment 
of an assistant in this department, 
and I recommend an appropriation 
sufficient to meet this extra expense, 
and also a reasonable increase in the 
salary of the state librarian. 

Free Public Library Commission 
This commission lias done excellent 
work for many years, and the people 
of every town in the commonwealth 
now have the < ; portunity to obtain 
books from a free public library. It 
Is not desirable that the towns should 
have too much state assistance In 
this direction, but it is essential that 
the commission should be given more 
assistance. The appropriation of the 
commission should be somewhat In- 
creased, so that it mav have addi- 
tional help for performing its clerical 
work and visiting the various libraries 
throughout tie commonwealth. 
Meat Inspection 
Paring the last year much inter- 
*st was taken in and attention given 
to the improving of condition-- under 
Which meat, to be sold for food t it :> 
people, should be slaughtered a::! 
prepared for sale. There was a feel- 
ing that meat infected with the germs 
of disease might be sold as food; and 
the fear that such conditions existed 
caused the legislature to pass laws in- 
tended to prevent the sale of Infected 
meat, and also to order an inquiry by

consumed in this commonwealth, a 
very large percentage is brought in 
from 01 r states . in ii.e e cases, 
it living interstate busin* <s. the foo l 
products must be Inspected by offi- 
cers of the L'nlted State, stationed in 
the slaughter-houses where the ani- 
mals are killed, and tii.se animals 
and carcasses are 1 xatnined thorough- 
ly, by trained men, before and after 
being slaughtered. If there is any- 
thing which renders meat unfit for 
food, it is Been by these Inspectors 
and the carcass is destroyed; and only

to be shipped from one state to an- 
other or to 1 tiier countries. I have 
personally looked into this examina- 
tion in various slaughter-houses, ami 
I am satisfied that the government in- 
spection is scientific and adequate. 
This applies to the ureat bulk of the 
animal lex 1 prcdacts, consumed by 
the pe pie of this com mi nw< alth. 

The bell conditions which are per- 
mitted to e\i t in this state are not , it 
my opinion, good. Tlie slaughter- 
houses are not properly kept, and 
many inspectors In the different sec- 
tions of tic commonwealth do not 
propeil,- understand their duties; th* 
Inspection is mt sufficiently careful 
and it is Inndi quale . 

A reorganization of this system i 
should be effected, so that the com- . 
monwealth mav be divided into dis- 
tricts, having expert Inspectors who 
shall snporlnK nJ all the conditions 
under which animals for food are 
slaughtered, and who shall also ex- 
amine tlie carcasses to see that they 
are in proper healthful condition to bo 
sob! for fool. 

Tlie appointment by the common- 1 
wealth oi a given number of such In- 
spectors to look after these condl- ! 
tlons would <o;t consid' rab'.e: bit 
when tlie fact is considered that the 
people would be better protected from 
disease than they now ar < in tlie meat 
Which they use for food, t! e extra ex- 
pense, although quite an Item, should 
not be controlling. While the ex;" use 
would be quite large to the state, j 
much of it would be saved directly to 
the towns and cities, a.s tiny wonU 
be relieved, of that which they now 
have to incur for |nsp< ctlon . 

I recommend that careful considera- 
tion <>f this subject he given, and that 
action lie tat en so tint all these con- 
ditions may he Improved and a new 
system of local siaughti ring estab- 
lished; and I suggest that tlie stand- 
ard of inspection ho made the same as 
that now required by the United 
States government. 1 do not think 
our COnollluiis lu Ihto roepoct are 
worse than in many of tlie other 
states, hut we cannot afford to be 
below the United States standard, 
which is the best; and I urge prompt 
and wise action in dialing with this 
most Important question. 

Milk Conditions 

The production of milk and the way 
it shall lie s<ild Is a problem which 
seems very difficult to solve satisfac- 
torily to both the producers and con- 
sumers. There has been much dis- 
cussion as to whether the standard 
now required by law, of 12.15 percent 
of milk solids and 3,35 percent of fat. 
Is right. I do not pretend to express 
an opinion based on knowledge In this 
respect, but I have not been aide to 
see any way iti which tlie consumer 
and ti.e honest producer of milk can 
be properly protected, unless a stand- 
ard of quality shall be established and 
maintained by law. 

while I thoroughly believe in a 
proper standard, established and 
maintained by law, some conditions 
exist) nt today seem to cause a hard- 
ship to the Massachusetts milk pro- 
ducers, because milk from other states 
can he sold in Massachusetts under 
many less restrictions than is the case 
witli tlie product of Massachusetts 
farmers . 

It is further a fact that for some I 
reason the number of neat cattle in 
tlie commonwi alth of Massachusetts I 
Is decreasing. In the year 1908 there I 
were 11300 In ad less of neat cattle than 
In 1907, and on Nov. 30, 190?, the j 
record shewed a decrease of nearly ' 
10,000 from the previous year, so that I 
there were 13,000 head of neat cattle | 
less in Massachusetts at the begin- 
ning of 1909 than there were at the \ 
end of 19 16. This proves conclusively 
that the keeping of cattle for mi Ik in 
Massachusetts is not an Industiw tl r 
is growing, but one that Is declining. 
This is unquestionably bad for the 
commonwealth. As the consumption 
of milk seems to be constantly in- 
creasing, it must he brought in from 
other states. Our farming Indttstrj In 
this respect is not flourishing, it is 
not profitable for the farmer to raise 
and sell milk under existing condi- 
tions. 

I believe that the legislature should 
pass laws, if necessary, so that the 
farmers of this commonwealth can 
ship their milk through the direct 
agency of the railroads, rather than 
he obliged to deal through contractors 
who practically handle the shipping 
rf milk for the railroads. Whether 
or not this would result In cheaper 
milk to the consumer, I do not know; 
but I do not believe it wise for tin 
great carrying a'-'c-~> operating ir. 
the commonwealth of achusetts t< 
s iblet these privtleg . any one. 

Kvery man who d sires to ship milk 
to tie cities of this commonwealth 
over the railroads of the state should 
have the right to deal with them dl- 
[ rectly. under proper regulations and 
I conditions. The railroad should re- 
I celve proper pay for the service rend 
ered, and should not b« obliged

milk delivered in reasonable quantities 
at particular points Bho.ild be carried 
by the railroads at reasonable rates 
to the large centers of population 
where it is to be consumed. I be- 
lieve il this wore done many of the 
complaints which now exist concern- 
ing the milk question would disap- 
pear. 

Military Matters 

The militia is in excellent condition. 
The maneuvers which were he! I dur- 
ing the past summer were most bene- 
ficial and advantageous. All the con- 
ditions of actual service In war time 
were present except tlie t< rrtble car- 
nage w l i< l. results from actual con- 
flict. Our tioops wore ordered to 
mobilize on a given day at given 
points, ready for service. This 
provi (i a Bevere test of the commls- 
fary and quartermaster departments, 
which were admirably met. The 
troops of all irms, Infantry, artillery 
and cavalry, arrived at the designated 
points on time and in good condition. 
Tin y wi re wi il fed and can d for d ir- 
Ing a week of most active service, 
during which time there was some 
very severe hnd dlsagrei aide w- ather. 
Arrangements were made to prevent 
fires, and the damage done to th • 
property of our citizens by the officers 
and nun was almost negligible. 

I'nder the Dick bill, which wai 
passed by the national congress and 
approved on Jan. 21, 19 . it was 
provided that troops serving from a 
state In connection with national 
troops under special conditions sho lid 
receive certain pay. This did not 
contemplate that the state troops so 
serving should be paid both by the 
national and state governments; but 
Rome confusion In regard to the matter 
has arisen, and certain of our or- 
ganizations which have done special 
military work in the past have re- 
ceived pay from both state and nation, 
while the great hulk of the militia has 
been paid only the amoiffit specified 
by the commonwealth . 

It does not seem to me that this is 
wise or Just, and I believe provision 
should he made so that the pay of all 
the state troops should be tlie same, 
and that any money which would un- 
der certain circumstances he paid by 
the national government to such 
troops, either for service or subsist- 
ence, should be turned into the treas- 
ury of the commonwealth to assist In 
the general paynfent of military ex- 
penses. I would suggest to you that 
a proper law be passed to bring about 
this result. 

Institutions 
The various state tasUtutlont are In 



good condition and <i >in •. their usual 
good work. The Lyman school for 

boys and the state industrial school 
for t-'iri.s have both been somewhat 
crowded, but new buildings which 
were authorized by the last legisla- 
ture will be completed early in 1910, 
which will relieve tlie sit latlon. This 
also applies ;o the Massachusetts 
hospital Bchool at Canton, which Is a 
new school, doing well a very Import- 
ant work. 

The nurses' home at Rutland Is 
nearly ready for acceptance, and the 
sanatorium is full. The new accom- 
modations which were provided for at 
the state hospital at Tewksbury have- 
not been completed as yet, but they 
are badly needed. The industrial 
school for boys at Shirley has been 
opened during the year. There are 
now ninety inmates. 

The North Heading sanatorium for 
consumptives was opened on Fept. 
22. 19 'a. and i, substantially full at 
present; the La! evllle sanatorium will 
be ' red in lannary, 1910, accom- 
modating ISO more people; and the 
Westfield sanatorium is expected to 
be opened > Ithi r In Febi lary or 
March, 1910, to accotn nod ate the- 
same nutnl er . 

At the Masaschtisetts i oi pltal for 
epileptic- at Monson a b i>! ti e; wai 
provided for la-t year wl.lvh will ac- 
commodate eno igh patien'- to re leva 
the crowding which exidi there at 
present, and this building will h ♦ 
ready In July. 1910. The new Wren* 
tham state school which has been es- 
tablished for the feeble-m!nd< d ha; 
about fifty patients at present, and 
new buildings to accomm< date about 
2oft patients will be ready in about 
three months. At the Massachusetts 
school tor the feeble-minded at 
Waverley there are at present 1261 
patients. 

The prison commission reports that 
there Is no Immediate need for In- 
creased accommodations In our pris- 
ons. 

The insane in our state Institutions 
nun:' i red. Oct. 1, 19'>n, 11 ,491— an 
Increase <f 499 this year, against 7.S3- 
last year. 402* being the average an- 
nual Increase for the last five years. 
It Is safe to assume that the number 
of Insane will increase in the Imme- 
diate future at the average rate of 50(> 
per year. The hospitals are now 
crowded, and there are more than 
1300 beds set up in the day rooms and 
corridors, half of which have to be 
removed and stored every day. 

Under these conditions, it will be 
necessary for you to make appropria- 
tions which will provide for something

I understand that if this should t> i 
done, tin- in. aid of Insanity would 
utilize entirely the Foxborough rnsti- 
tution, and timt they could use it to 
most excellent advantage in caring for 
the ln«ane, the number of which un- 
fortunati ly Increases from year to 
year. 1 think that the trustees of the 
Foxborough hi >;'ital are obtaining 
good results, and that your honorable 
bodies should take such action as will 
enable them to make a start In the 
direction Indicated . 

In this connection it has been called 
to my attention that where land 13 
bought by various boards of trustee's, 
it often happens that they oroc ire 
■ and which is mortgaged. The mort- 
gagee will nut dischui'gi his mortgage 
until lie Is paid . < >n the oi her hand . 
the state officers will not pay over the 
money to the owner until he can show j 
a clear title and the deed is receive 1 
for record. Under these circum- 
stances, some member of ti e purch- 
asing bonrd has acted as an attorney 
for the owner of the land, while at the . 
same time he is acting officially as one 
of the purchasers of the land for the 
commonwealth. This oughl to be 
changed, ami it mi?h< be wise to pro- 
vide that il:.' attorney gen 'ral should 
he given further pi v'.er to act in such 
transactions, and any member of the 
purchasing board be relieved from 
acting in a double capacity. This 
suggestion Is made as a general 
proposition which might be carried oat 
In the purchase ol any lands which the 
commonwealth mi ;hl wish to obtain. 
State Highways 
The automobile law which was 
passed by tie last legislature is work- 
ing well. D is expected that it will 
produce a net revenue of $175,000 
during the next year, fur use on the 
Ptate highways; and, with the au- 
thority B ivon the highway commis- 
sion to cluck the reckless driving of 
these vehicles, it is, ia the opinion 
of Ihe commissioners, the most, ef- 
fective automobile law of any state. 

The highway commissioners should 
be allowed to have sufficient money on 
hand to enable them to make advances 
to laborers and others for repair 
work. Where this work is done at 
present— there not being money on 
hand to deal directly with such men 
—the repairs are unnecessarily ex- 
pensive. 

They should he given authority to 
buy small sections of hmd in differ- 
ent parts nf the commonwealth, to 
be used for the storage of their ma- 
chinery; and, when opportunity of- 
fers, should have the right to pur- 
chase land in various si ctions which 
furnishes good material for road 
building. 

All these purchases of land, cither 
for the storage of machini ry or for 
the deposits of material for repairs 
on roads, should not he completed 
without the approval of the governor 
and council . 

I recommend that authority he given 
the highway commission in both th.se 
directions, because I feel certain that 
it will save money for the common- 
wealth and pei mil the commission to 
render better service. 

Boston Railroad Holding Company 
The Boston Railroad Holding com- 
pany, which was established by an 
act of the last legislature, chapter 
619, has Issued certain bonds based on 
its holdings of Boston am! Maine rail- 
road stock. These bends are guar- 
anteed by tie New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad company, and 
nre, in my opinion, a safe invest- 
ment . 

As the holding company needs more 
money to expi ml for improvements on 
the Boston and Maine railroad, it will 
be necessary for it to Issue ui ire 
bonds, and as tie money for ti Si 
bonds is advanced it is necessary that 
the New York, ,\tw Haven and Hart- 
ford K illroad company should he able 
to dispose of thes,. bonds rather tha.i 
hold them in its treasury and so tie 
up a very large amount of money. 

These bonds bear 4 percent interest, 
and. being based on the stock of the 
: Boston and Maine railroad and guar- 
anteed by the New York, New Havi . 
land Hartford railroad, would be, 1 be- 
lieve, a most excellent Investment for 
; »iur savings banks. 

The Boston Railroad Holding com- 
pany, in my opinion, will be a great 
i ere t to the railroad situation m 
Ma- husetts and New England.

A new way is to lie built in substitution 
for the present crossing beginning .it .1 
point on thc:ast< rlv side of Church street 
at a distance of about 120 feet southerly 
from the southerly Inn- of Common street, 
and running thence easterly along the 
rear of the Watei field block property, 
through land ot L, V. Sties, a distance ol 
about 22> 1 f<-ct to an angle; thence de- 
flecting slightly to the left and running 
easterly on .1 line al right angles to the 
Railroad, across the Railroad location, 
for a distance ol about wo feet; thence 
with a curve to the left, through the 
Winchester field, to a point mar the 
junction oi Mvstic Valley Parkway and 
Main street. The width ot the new way 
is to be 60 feet. 

The gradt s ot the new wav are to be 
as follows: -From the easterly line of 
Chun li street the grade will be lex el for 
a distance ot about 60 feet; thence by an 
ascendina grade ol 2 5 per cent, to a 
point about 6,s feet west tly from 
<-,.„tre line of Railroad I™ ation : 
t!i :nce bv a level grade across the rail- 
roid location to a | oint about 65 feet 
easterly of the said centre line; thence 
on 1 descending grade of 5 percent until 
it meets the rtresent level of the Mystic 
Valley Parkw iv near its junction with 
Main street. 

Tne new w ly is to be constructed with 
an earth till exc ept at the bridges across 
Railroad location and Aberjona river.

step down and out, This shows the peril 
of one-year terms tot Selectmen — the 
only department in town where the term 
ol service is so limited.

Complaint of I. H. Wheelock concern- 
in;; conditions upon the Worcester Con- 
solidated street railway. 

This complaint is brought under the 
provisions of Arts of 19.16, Chaptei 463, 
part 1, section 9, which provides that it 
the Board is ol opinion that a change "in 
tiie mode of operating a railroad or rail- 
way and conducting its business is 
reasonable and expedient m order to 
promote tlie security, convenience and 
accommodation ot the public, it shall in 
writing inform the corporation or com- 
pany of the improvements and changes 
which it recommends should be made." 

The principal allegation oi the com- 
plaints is ol the presence of intoxicated 
persons, whose conduct is in many in- 
stances such as to cause a nuisance and 
a disturbance of the peace upon the cars 
of the Worcester Consolidated street rail- 
way. 

The statutes of the Commonwealth 
make- adequate provision tor the peace of 
its i itizens, and declare drunkenness a 
misdemeanor, A statutory function of 
city and town authorities is, through the 
medium of their police officers, to |>rc 
seive the peace of their several com- 
munities, and the law contemplates that 
this shall be done without direction by 
the board of railroad commissioners. 

Special provision of statute with respect 
to railroad and street railway police are 
found in Acts ol 19.16. chapter 463, part 
i, section 49 to 55 inclusive, and define 
with particularity the method ol appoint 
ment, term 1 f ollice, and powers and 
duties of such officials. It is dear from 
an examination oi these statutes that ade- 
quate provision has been made t'>r tin- 
protection of passengers of common 
carriers, and that it was the intent of the 
general court to afford police protection, 
in addition to tlinl furnished !>y the muni- 
cipal authorities, tor sir h common car- 
tiers. 

It remains, therefore, for the Hoard to 
determine whether the Worcester Con- 
solidated Strict Railway Company is 
sufficiently availing iiselt of these provis- 
ions oi statute. Conditions similar to 
those 111 Worcester have been brought to 
our atteutii »n in the < ity of Fall River, 
both these cities are no license cities, and 
n appears thai certain residents ot each, 
fui the purpose of obtaining intoxicating 
iiquor, ride upon street railway-, to ad- 
jacent (owns, where such liquor is sold, 
in o ne instances lb . - se persons become 
int ixicated and return m that condition 
in the electric cars. This state ol affairs 
creati s c iiiditions whit li at times outrage 
all sense ol delit icv or decency. In the 
cities the police are ot sufficient number 
to pies- rve 1 >rd< 1 and make arrests w hell 
occasion requires; but on long intertirban 
rides a ten itory is cov ered where local 
offit 1 rs are frequently beyond < all ol the 
employees of the companies. While local 
officers should be relied upon in town 
centres to co-operate with the employees 
ut the company to prevent intoxicated 
persons From boarding the car. the man- 
agements of the compani s ought them- 
selves at all times to afford protection to 
their passengers. This does not appear 
1 ' have l een accomplished; and we 
therefore diiecl the attention oi street 
railway companies to the provisions ot 
statute providing foi street railway police, 
and recommend that seasonable and 1 iti 
cienl measures be l iken to secure to their 
patrons the protection to which they are 
entitled by I iw, 

* We fully realize that 1 oinplaints against 
intoxicated persons upon railroads and 
street rail ways are not new, and, ttoubt- 
ess, as I >ug as persons become inloxi- 
cat id, conditions such as 11 >u complaint d 
ol I. ti-a i" some degree exi t. but uc are 
t leaily ol the opniou thai these conditions 
can be minimize I, and that the managers 
ol companies can, with the cordial co- 
operation of public authority, secure tai^ 
I result Wherever conditions lead to the 
j presence of intoxicate I persons upon cars, 
I an active an. I energetic enforcent-'itt o 
1 the la '.t will t< nd, in our opinion, to sub- 
stantial improvement, and we are coil- 
I vinced that the travelling public can be 
freed in la.'ge measure from the annoy- 
ance caused by tin. u pnsenee. 

Certain suggestions have bt eu made to 
us uit 1 respect to partitions in c ars, and 
I extra cars at certain hours in the even- 
ing, as a means ol segregating persons 
tin ler ill • influence ol liquor. We doubt 
, the nracti ability of tin st suggests ai>. and 
i it foun.l feasible we should be extreme- 
ly relu t ni i" make such recommend- 
f at:> in. Street nil way companies are 
! engaged iu the I usmess .n carrying pas 
sengers in such a manner as to promote 
I their se urity, convenience and acconi- 
m ulati in, and it is tin ir plain <!i:t\ to put 
inl<> effect every known instrumentality 
01 la a in order t 1 render such service to 
th ■ public. The operation ol partition 
cis or t \ti is is but an inv it itiou to a 
cl iss tiit street railway is not intended 
1 ' serve. Such persons should be, ni t 
Upon the railway, but in the custody of 
the lav\.

STATE PENSIONS OPPOSED. 



According to tests made recent- 
^ ly on 72S children from the tene- 
I ment house section of New York 
City, 28 percent showed signs of 
tuberculosis either of the joints, 
glands or lungs.

The state paid pension lias just been 
condemned, the voluntary old age pension 
highly approved in the report to the leg- 
islature cif the old age pension commis- 
sion which was appointed in 1907. 

The crude notion that following the ex- 
ample of Great Britain the commonwealth 
of Massachusetts should Hnd a weekly or 
monthly pension for evetv needy citizen 
over a certain age lias tor some time been 
persistent in some quarters, but this 
commission of experts was unanimous 
in reporting that serious difficulties 
would stand m the way of the adoption 
of such a scheme here. It is urged that 
if any general system ol old age pen- 
sions were to be established the United 

States government rather than the state 
governments 'should take the initiative. 

In Massachusetts 110 large demand tor 
then) exists. 

Instead the old age pension commis- 
sion recommends that the principles of 

thrift be included among subjects ot 
compulsory instruction in the schools; 
that the attention ot employer and em- 
ployees should hedirected to the oppor- 
tunities tor purchase of annuities or col- 
umn v old age pnsions under the Massa- 
chusetts savings insurance plan; that the 
schemes of old age insurance instituted 
by several American railroads and other 
industrial corporations should be studied 

b\ all large employers ol labor who have 

not already adopted such schemes; that 
bills for the establishment oi retirement 
systems tor public employees should be 
ur^ed ; that a permanent unpaid com- 
mission on old age pensions should be 
created. 

The present commission on old age 
pensions consists of Magnus VV. Alexan- 
der, oi Lynn, managing head of the 
General Electric plant; Dr. Janus T. 
Buckley; Dr. Walter ( ',. Chase ot Boston; 
Mrs. M. K. Hodder; Arthur M. Huddel, 
the well known labor leader. The com- 
mission's secretary is F. Spencer Baldwin 
ot West Newton, professoi oi economics 
in Boston University. Especially notable 
in their findings is their cordial approval 
ol savings bank insurance with the mam 
features oi w hich most Winchester people 
are already familiar.

Our Stock of game birds has become 
so reduced ami the number ot hunters 
has so increased that ii we have a very 
severe winter, followed by a Poor breed- 
ing season, the woods and fields will be 
found almost destitute ot game birds 
when the next shooting season opens, 
and the birds recover slowly. Neverthe- 
less there has never been so mm h inter- 
est taken in the protection ot birds in this 
country as now; nor has then- been so 
much money spent lot purposes ol game 
protection. Verily, it is tune for us to 
examine carefully into the causes ot de- 
pletion of our game, It is tune to find 
and apply the reme.lv, lest the remaining 
game birds anil animals are to be known 
to our descendants only from preserved 
remains in museums and colortd plates 
or books writetl by naturalists 

It soon becomes evident, to any one 
who looks into the history 01 game ill 
this country, that game decreased rapidly 
soon after the beginning of settlement. 
This was to be expei led lor every settler 
had a gun as a necessary part ot his 
equipment. He must protect his family 
from Indians and other marauders, and 
his farm animals and poultry from w ild 
beasts and birds, Naturally, the gun was 
Used to supply the table ami every 
setttler's son became a lumtt-r. Most ot 
the male population 1. tinted more or less 
at all seasons oi the year. As a resiui. 
<le« r. wild turkeys and other large game 
soon became scarce. The Indians had 

alw ays , muted game at all seasons, bit 
they w ere few in number compared « ah 
tile whites, and the bow and arrow w re 
not nearly so destrtli tive as the gun and 
rifle therefore, the game had suffered no 
general decrease Irom the inroads oi the 
Indians. As settlements increased and 
markets for game were established in the 
cities, the war oi extermination began. 
All that is necessary lo make am gau e 
animal scarce is to put a price on it head. 

There were no law- tor the pro*.-, tion 
of game, and had any beet) enat ted they 
WOtlld tlOt have been observed, bet .ilise 
ot the spirit oi freedom prevailing among 
the settlers. The laws in regard to game 
that were pissed during the tirst century i 
ot colonization were mainlv such as 
would protect the hunter in the pursuit ot I 
game, by giving him a monopoly oi de- ' 
struction within certain bounds. Regu- 
lations were enacted forbidding any one 
to disturb, or shoot pigeons near the nest 
of the pigeoners. Gunners were given 
exclusive rights to shoot on certain 
islands. The owners of certain salt 
marshes were given the sole privilege to 
oot on those niarshes.^The rights oi 



the individual were guarded, but the 
game was not protected. The eg,;s of 
birds weie taken wantonly tor food, with- 
out any thought of cue as to what would 
be the result ol such wasteful methods. 
I'.aeh gunner purposed to get his share 
while the game lasted. There was no 
thought oi protecting n or increasing its 
numbers. 

This selfish spirit is shown by many 
hunters today, Ii is a perfectly natural 
manifestation ot the normal greed handed 
'I »Wll to us from primitive man. It 
shows the survival o? the instinct ol silt 
preservation winch laughs altruism to 
scorn. The polii y . >f protei ling the 
gunner had produced so marked , m , ff,., t 
iu killing oft and driving away the wild 
fowl during the 17th century that m ,71,, 
a Province law was passed 111 Massachu- 
setts winch prohibited the use, in fowling, 

of boats or canoes with s.iils, or ( ,i any 
disguised craft. This was to prevent the 
disturbing of wild fowl on tie-., feeding 
grounds in the bavs and harbors ot the 
towns along the • oast. This was the 
first statute of which I have record, 
w hich shows anv evidence of a disposi- 
tion to conserve the birds, Tl is act ex- 
pired by limitation but was re-enacted 
irom time t 1 time until the Revolutionary 
period, when 11 lapsed.

What Food Is. 

In order to fu I till Its oil! e dim

These are tin' tissue 

building foi <ls. i he fat t is. slim lies 

and sugars, mineral mailer anil water 
Eacl e of these classes has its par- 
ticular duty tn perform for the body 

and i herefore h.is it s especial plue 

the daily bill of fare. Any food mate 
rial, no matter how simple ami well 
known or how rare, contains tun or 
Diore of these live classes. A few of 
the standard materials contain all live 
classes. 

For instance, what do we And in a 
loaf of bread? A great deal of starch 
and some uliiten from the Hour, a little 
fat from the flour and more If it has 
been added in the making, some min- 
eral matter ami about 35 per cent of 
water. Meat also has fat, mineral 
matter ami a substance found III the 
lean part which is called proteid and 
which is the tissue building property 
of the meat. The elements wlili Ii com- 
pose these different classes of food cor 
respond with the elements In tlie body: 
hence their necessity. It is cliletly 
from the food which we eat that we 
obtain those elements which are nec- 
essary for the support of life and the 
fun. lions of the bmly . 

The Duty cf the Five Classes. 

Now that uc have seen what an Im- 
portant place iii life our daily f I oc- 
cupies let us endeavor to learn to 
which i lass or classes certain com- 
monly iim'.I foods belong. The tissu,. 

building f is, or the proteid foods. 

are not numerous, but s.> Important 
are they that life cannot be sustained 
for any lengl h of time wit bout them 
This .lass of food has been given the 
name proteid. a word meaning "tlrst" 
or "pre-eiul cut." because it alone of 
the live chl -os is ab!e to buid tissue 

and to repair the daily waste of the 
cells of the In dy. The p rot elds alone 
contain nitrogen, ami nitrogen is one 
of the elements necessary b> life. The 
following table classifies some of our 
common foods according to their prin- 
cipal constituents, nlso gives their 
source an.l use III the body :

In the diet no great harm would result 

to the body for some time, because

Not so with 
the proteids. however, because, being 
the only i lass vvliii h contains nitrogen, 
no oilier can substitute for them. 

Danger In Overeating. 

After learning of the Importance of 
proteid b.ods the lirst coui lusion may 
be that they should form the greater 
part ot the diet tied should largely 
compose the dally bill ot laic I his is 
a common mistake and one to be care- 
fully avoided. The intake of t I 

should not he greater than the needs 
of the body and to preserve its normal 

equilibrium. Too much f I of any 

kind necessitates too much work "ii 
the organs ot digestion and eleminn- 
tlou and produces certain irregularities 
of the body functions. Too much pro- 
teid thai is, too liberal an ailowauce 
of meat, fish, eggs, cheese, etc.. in the 
meals will Clog the system with urea, 
throw loo mill h work on Hie kidneys

How Much to Eat. 

Occasionally we hear the question, 
"How much sin. aid we eat?" Vet, as 
a rule, the average person does not 
trouble himself very much on that 
score and cats What a pampered appe- 
tite demands rather 1 linn t he amount 
he a. tu.illv needs, Dietary specialists 
have found from many experiments 
that an average man di 
work requires eai h day al 
a halt oun< es of proteid, 1 
fat and sixteen oil III es 

drut c. An average woman doing the 
work of an average housekeeper re- 
quires a little less, probably about 
1 lin e ounces of proteid, one ami a half 
ounces ot t il a ml 1 w el > e 1 inn es of 
carbohydrate. 1 he |>oj fourteen to 
sixteen v ears of age requires four-fifths 
as much food as his father, and the 
boy of girl of twelve years should 
have half as much food as an adult. 
Ueienily certain specialists have been 
able in reduce the amount of proteid 
still lower than the above standards, 
which are less than those given ten or 
twelve years ago, Hut its long as the 
present habit of "bolt lug"' food with 
iusuillcleut mast Icutiou is common in 
the country it is not safe to reduce the 

amount of proteid to the lowest possi- 
ble figure. The a Ulll of food con- 

slltueuta which I have suggested can 
be easily obtained from standard food 
materials; less of these will be re- 
quired if the foi ds are properly cook- 
ed, .lust here tin' housekeeper's skill 
Is called int.. account. No matter how 
nutritious mul pus; of dlnt'stiuti foods 
may be in their Unbooked state, tiny 
may be til most, if not entirely, ruined 
as far as digestion and assimilation 
are concerned in the process of cook- 
ing. 

A Blngle portion of beefsteak, two 
rgu's and an ounce of cheese, with milk 
Hid a little oatmeal, vvi 1 furnish all 
the tissue building material the aver- 
age man will require for one day. A 
half loaf of bread and a half pound of 
potatoes, with ordinary helping of rice 
snd a tnbles|>oonful of sugar will fur- 
nish the required amount of carbohy- 
drate, and the required fat Is easily 
.villained from the butter used on the 
bread, the oils In the 1 heese and the 

fat in meat. There is n h more 

Jdianee of too much fat being eaten 
with the ordinary meal than to,, little. 

We nre likely to underrate the value 
nf water In the diet and use it too 
Sparingly. Water is a food and a very 
necessary one. its duties for the body 
are numerous and Imports nr. It helps 
to carry food to the blood, assists in 
carrying off the waste matters, equal- 
izes the temperature of the body and 
acts as a solvent for food. Its benefits 
to the system are ninny.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE AGITATION 

Hew It Was Viewed by Mr. Glad- 
stone, "the Gieat Ccrr.riicner" 

This vtar. Which marks the cele- 
bration of the one hundn dth anni- 
versary Of the birth of William (dad- 
stone, sees a curious revival of V.'.i 
agitation for Woman Suffrage. 

Mr. Gladstone, as well as Herbert 
Spencer and John Bright, had once 
: dvocated the extension of suffrage 
t 1 women. These three notable men 
later reversed their views and op- 
posed this revolutionary change. Mr. 
Gladstone's opinion Is as pi rtluent tit- 
day as when it was written. He wrote 
to Samuel Smith. M . P . as follows: 

"There Fas never within my know- 
ledge been a case In «i Ich the fran- 
chise lias been extended to a large 
body of persons pen. rally Indifferent 
about receiving ir. Hul hen . in ad- 
dition to a wide-spread Indifference, 
tiaie is cu tin part of women who 
have considered the matter for them- 
selves, l!i cavt positive objection 
and strong disapprobation. Is it not 
clear to ovcrj unbiased person, that 
bi fore fori ing on them what they 
conceive to he a fundamental change 
in their wh ile social function, at 
l.-ast ii sho tkl be asct rtalm I that the 
womanly mind of the country is In 
overwhelming proportion, and with 
deliberate purpose, set upon securing 
it'.'... I think it impossible todenj thai 
there have been and are women In- 
dividually lit for anv public office, 
however masculine its character; just 
ns there are persons under the age of 
twt nty-t ne In Iter litt. d than many 
of those beyond it foi the discharge 
of the duties of full citizenship. In 
neither case docs the argument de- 
rived from exceptional Instances Bcetn 
to justify the abolition of the general 
rule. I for one am not pn pat ed to 
say which of the two sexes has the 

higher and which has the lower proi - 
Ince, But 1 recognize the s ibtle ami 
profound character of the difference 
between them, and 1 must again, and 
again, deliberate before aiding In the 
Issue of what si 1 ins an invitation by 

public authority to the one to re- 
nounce as far as possible its own of- 
fice, in order to resume that of the 
other... As this is not a party ques- 
tion, or a class question, so neither 
is it a sex question. I havp no fear lest 
the woman should encroach upon the 
power of the man. The bar I have Is, 
lest we should invite her unwilling to 
trespass upon the delicacy, the purity, 
the refinement, the elevation of her 
own nature, which an- the present 
sources of its power... My disposi- 
tion is to do all f a her which is free 
from danger and reproach, but to take 
no step In advance until l am con- 
v inc. il of lis safety. The stake Ft 
enormous. The affirmation pleas are 
to my mini) not ci< ar, and . even if I 
thought them clearer, I should deny 
ihat they were pressing.

Interesting Facts Gleaned From Book 
Written hy Helen Sumner 

Helen I . . Sumner. Ph . D. , who 
was scut to Colorado by the Collegi- 
ate Equal Suffrage League of New- 
York state, to inquire into the work- 
ings of equal suffrage in that state, 
pives some v. ry Interesting facts in 
her book. We find 'hat in spite of 
the fact that women have voted In 
Colorado for sixteen years that, "Col- 
orado is not advanced as many of the 
Eastern states in the matter of legal 
protection for women and children in 
Ind ist: y . " 

The print cry of the Suffragists is 
that when their reform is established 
the difference in wages received by 
men ami women shall disappear. In 
spite of the sixteen years of women's 
vote iii Colorado Miss Sumner reaches 
the conclusion that "the probability is, 
as a Denver emploj . r put it , that 'suf- 
frage has nothing to tin with the 
wape- of either men or women.'" 
As to public employments, although 
there an- more women in such em- 
ployments than formerly, Miss Sum- 
ner concludes that "taking public em- 
ployment as a whole, women receive 
considerable lower remuneration than 
men . " 

If the possession of the ballot by 
wonu u were to affect women's wages 
in any form of employment, such ef- 
fect might naturally he expected In 
the pay of school teachers. In Colo- 
rado, if anywhere, it might he 
thought, would he realized the ideal 

of "equal pay for equal work," which 
figures so prominently in suffrage ar- 
guments, I'm' Miss Sumner not only 
concedes that "as teachers, also, 
women rf-C' Ive lower salaries than 
men": but. she adds what, from the 
suffragist point of view Is the most 
depressing conclusion, "the difference 
la tin- sab'irb - of men ami women 
teachers in Colorado, Instead "f be- 
ing un»aually small, is unusually 
larpe."

Encouraging Report of the Super- 
intendent of Schools.

Promotions and Retardation. 

Those pupils wIki have a passing mark 
of seventy per cent, in all subjects and 
those whose marks are, on the whole, so 
high as to warrant the belief tl«it they 
will tin' li aiUtcdlv be ai»U- *ucCC«h«Hy t" 
do the work .»{ tbt ♦jllmtrmg j^adir^re 
promoted «tW«ixljtimwl(y nt lire t-rjsfcof

These are carefully considered by teach- 
ers, principals and superintendent and in 
those cases where conditions seem to re- 
quire, the pupils are promoted on one 
month's trial. At die end of th^s tim • 
each case i-. again given consideration 
and action is taken. In our experience 
it has been found that many pupils pro 
rooted on Irial maj wisely I"' kept in the 
grade. During the. present year - \ oul 
of 86, f>* 7 pel cent, have maintained 
themselves the advanced position. 

In a graded system special promotions 
during the school year can not usually he 
wisely made because they are likeh to 
cause the omission ol important topics 
in the various subjects studied. Never- 
theless, it occasionally happens that 
pupils of excellent ability may, with some 
assistance and persistent personal effort, 
be advanced outside of the usual order. 

The teachers in all grades have this 
possibility in mind and every year there 
are a few who thus gain a year. In view, 
however, of the opportunity alforded by 
our advanced grades in which practi- 
cally the same end is reached without the 
omission of work, such cases will be 
exceptional. Provision is made for them, 
but, relatively, the prevention of failure 
is much more important. 

The tabulation of our pupils by ages 
and grades in exhibit III gives Ja graphic 
statement of present conditions. If sim- 
ilar facts are collated for a series of years, 
some useful lessons may be learned. 
Our average of promotion in this is 90.8 
percent, and of failure 9. 1 per cent., indi- 
cating a tendency in the right direction. 

Advanced Grades. 

Supt. Metcaff introduced the advanced 
sixth and seventh grades in the school 
Vear 1906-1907. The underlying theory 
was that a large number of pupils should 
be given the opportunity to complete the 
elementary course in eight years instead 
©f nine. A recent compilation of the 
pupils now in school who were that year 
placed in the advanced sixth and seventh 
grades show-, that this is correct. 

The idea h is developed as ideas have 
a habit of doing. 'I he first yeaf one 
quarter of the class promoted from the 
fifth grade was placed in the advanc ed 
sixth, the second yeai .1 third, the third 
year a halt, and this year three-quarters.

Stews and S^i.ps.

added. Meat i thus cooked iii a small 
quantity of water, and some of the 
juice and flavi r are in the liquid. Meat 
is boiled in a large quantity of water 
by plunging the piece into the boiling 
water and allowing it to boil three ol 
four minutes. This closes the cut mus- 
cles, hardens the outside and keeps the 
Juices In the meat. 

In making soup the method is exact- 
ly opposite. The meat is cut into small 
pieces— a shank or shin Is best for 
Bouptnaking— put into cold water and 
salt added at once. This will draw out 
the Juices of the meat into the liquid.

Director Charles F. Gettemy of 
the state bureau of statistics has 
drafted a bill which would tend to 
disclose anything wrong with the 
treasury accounts of the towns of 
the commonwealth and forestall 
or disconrage such events as have 
recently occurred in Framingham 
and South bridge. 

Under this bill Mr. Gettemy 
seeks to have the towns insert in 
their town warrants an article to 
see if they will accept his provision 
that a town accountant be appoint 
ed, whose duty shall be to keep a 
complete set of books wherein shall 
be entered the amount of each 
specific appropriation, the amounts 
and purposes ot expenditures, the 
receipts from each source of in- 
come the amount of each assess- 
ment levied, and the abatements 
levied. This account shall be kept 
as far as practicable in conformity 
with the classifi rations and forms 
prescribed by him as director of 
the bureau of statistics.

Whenever any appropriation 
shall have been expended, or in the 
judgement of the town accountant 
the liabilities incurred against any 
appropriation may be in excess of 
the unexpended balance ot said 
appropriation, he shall immediately 
give notice to the board of select- 
men and to the head of the depart- 
ment or official authorized to make 
expenditures, and no claim against 
such appropriation shall be allowed 
nor-any further liabilt shall be in- 
curred until the town makes pro- 
vision for the payment of the 
snmc. 

The bill further provides that 
this town accountant shall have 
custody of all contracts of the 
town and shall keep a register of 
the sureties on all bonds of idem* 
nity given to the town. 

The accountant shall also exam- 
ine the books and accounts of the 
treasurer, collector and all officers 
entrusted with the expenditure of 
money.

The orphan asylum, the institution, the 
herding together ot these thousands of 
little bodies all possessed of growing hu- 
man souls is not an ideal. It is no help to 
them, no help to the community that they 
should grow up ignorant ot lite, it> occu 
pations, its routine, its variations, 1 s' 
Mictions, its great events, it home groups 
the relations ot sister, cousin, grandfather 
All the normal unconsidered daiv facts 
w hich heap upon each other and give the 
understanding ot how to live, physically, I 
morallly, spiritually. The family is still 1 
the best solution the world has to otfet. 
And so the society finds private homes, I 
makes sure of their character, and then 
finds as nearly the right one for e.u h 
child as possible. 

This work done witti its headquarters 
in the Charity Building in Boston covers 
an area, " Boston and vicinity," which 
houses a population the second largest in 
the world. Winchester conies within this 
circle and the societv is now working to 
better the homes of some of the child- 
ren of this tow n. The Artemis Club the 
members of which are voung women of 
the town recognizing this tact, as well as 
the work of the society in general, has 
given the proceeds of two splendid 
entertainments given in 190s and 1909.

The STAR said at that time: "As .1 
logical outcome of the sugarstion made 1 
several years ago, n special committee 
favoring tlv consolidation of town offici s, 
it was clearly torpse>n upon the retire- 
ment of Town Ch'rk Carter that Collector 
Hftyey would be Ins successor." 

The speri.il committee referred to eon- 
sisted ot John 1.. Aver. James P. Rout- 
well. Howard I). Nash. Lewis Park- 
hurst "and Frank I . Rtoley. Thev made 
a verv careful and exh ustive study "I 
the sitution as a rtstilt ot which they ad- 
vocated the consolidation of these two 

offices and concluded their leport with 
the following words : 

"Unanimous in its "conclusions, your 
committee presents this report as the 
result of careful consideration of the sub- 
jects submitted to it, and were fully con- 
vinced of the importance and necessity 
of the changes promised. 

"Increased efficiency at a decreased 
cost will, in its oninion, be the result of 
the acceptance of these recommendations 
and. as we do not know of a more socn I 
business doctrine than that, we heartily 
recommend it tor your consideration." 

The report was considered at a largely 
attended town meeting and the views of 
the committee were endorsed hy a large 
majority. Three of the committee arc in 
town *t present and have said within a 
few days that they still believe the same 
as when the report was made. The other 
two are away. 

The recent caucus showed 340 votes 
for both offices combined, against no f oi 
cletk only and 6i for collector only. The 
sentiment of the town, now as formerly, 
anpears to he overwhelmingly in favor of 
tiie consolidation of these two offices as 
a matter of good business policv. giving 
better satisfaction and increased efficiency 
at lower cost. 

Those who believe in a progressive 
pobcv and the adoption of modern busi- 
ness methoits in town affairs should vote 
to Uphold the work of the committee, as 
well as the action of the town last vear, 
which proved to be a wise and satisfac- 
tory one. 

There is but one candidate for both 
offices combined, A. Wm. Rooney, who 
feceived the "omination for both Town 
Clerk and Collector in the caucus two 
weeks ago. This caucus was the largest 
and most representative ever held in 
Winchester.

ORCHESTRAlTcfJNCERT. 

An Artistic Success and Audience 
most Appreciative. 

Those wtio failed to attend the second 
concert of the Orchestral Society which 
w*a held in the Town Hall last Tuesday 
night missed a rare muiscal treat. Those 
who did attend were amply repaid for 
braving the inclement weather w hich pre- 
vailed that evening.

He 
received 159 votes which may be considered very Battering indeed for 
one who is not well known to many in the town and whose name was 
presented to the voters for the first time His vote while large, was 
not large enough to secure the nomination at the Caucus which whs 
tlir largest ever held in Winchester, and his friends and tieighl>ors who 
urged him to allow bis name to be presented at the Caucus have iusisted 
that he try for the office of Selectman by taking out nomination papers, 
which he has consented to do, and his name will appear on the official 
ballot at the election Monday, March 7th. 

Now just a few words as to Mr. Nugent. He came to Winchester 
about five years ago and was attracted, as have been many other recent 
comers by its natural beauty ami qualifications as a residential town. He 
bought a tract of land in the Highlands district and erected a very 
attractive and beautiful dwelling and has made his home here since that 
time. He is a young, hustling, and up-to-date, business man and has 
made a great success of his business which is that of advertising. His 
business training and knowledge of men and affairs amply qualifies 
him for any olli - ■ in the town government, where honesty, business 
ability, and knowledge of men and local conditions are the chief 
requisites.

ments inaugurated some years ago, but believes more especially in dis- 
tributing these improvements over all parts of the town instead of con- 
fining them to one or two sections, as very radical changes in the con- 
dition of our sidewalks in those parts of Winchester which have been 
neglected will l»e strongly urged by Mr. Nugent. More ami better 
street lights and increased police protection are matters which he will 
advocate, having in mind the needs of all sections and due regard for the 
purse of the town. With these facts as to Mr. Nugent and his ideas on 
these very important matters, we believe any citizens of Winchester may 
safely \ote for him for tin- office of Selectman and be sure, in doing so, 
that In- is voting for a man as earnest and as well qualified as he may 
desire.

Nugent to 1m- the man. \\ e believe that every fair man will see the 
justice of our demand and we ask your support for our candidate. Mr. 
Nugent has said many times to those who have urged him to stand for 
election that he did not care to stand if any other good man would run, 
hut no one cared to make a try, and he. accordingly, offered himself. 
The Highlands district is not standing still. We venture to say that no 
one of the five Caucus nominees knows that about 200 persons use the 
Highland Station daily going to Boston or wherever their business may 
he located. We do not believe that anyone of the five realize that fully 
half of the people of this town are not directly represented on the Board 
hymen from their own section, and the districts in which these people 
live, the Plains, Cutter Villige, and the Highlands suffer for it. Sec- 
tionalism has its advantages in sonic instances, and very great disad- 
vantages in others. \\ e consider it a distinct disadvantage to any 
section which is never represented by one of its residents.

BY NEW PLAN 

Suffragists Have an Evening 
Hearing af Boston 

THEIR PREDICTIONS VAGUE 



None Show How Evils of Life Will Be 
Abolished If Women Are Granted 
Right to Vote— Possibility of Great 
Social Disturbance Involved In the 
Question — Women Show Lack of 
Self-Control and Fairness 

Boston , Feb. 21 —The antrm! 
slash between the antl-suffraglsts an,! 
their critics rame Inst evening Ht U\p 
Itate houpe, befoi? the committee nn 
constitutional amendments. An even- 
ing hearing on the subject Is a novel- 
ty and the expi rirnent Is not likely tn 
be repeated, for it proved no gain 
over Hi" accustomed method, adding 
nothing to the argument, and at-' 
trading a horde of sensation-seekers 
Without serious knowledge of the sub- 
ject, Greet credit Is due the new 
Bergeant-at-Arms, Mr. PedrlcH, for 
the success with which he handled the 
crowd. The details were carried out 
Jn striet accordance with the plans pre- 
arranged with him, but .some of the 
suffragist leaders, doubtless carried 
away by the excitement of the mo- 
ment, allowed themselves to Indulge 
In some sharp criticisms that struck 
the unprejudiced as unwarranted 
One over-zealous woman, disappoint- 
ed because Time did not permit her to 
get a chance to speak, threatene I 
forthwith the defeat of Senator Ma- 
honey should he be a candidate for re- 
election, because as chairman of the 
committee he had not engineered the 
■uffragtst program to her liking, 

It was a novel program the suffra- 
gists had prepared In squads of 'J'l 
women representing various feminlm 
Interests presented themselves suc- 
cessively, each with n spokesman, 
Fome of them were reasonable, over- 
threw away sympathy by extravagant 
Statements, Btich, for Instance, as 
that of the woman who spoke for the 
"Homemnkers" and said that as a re- 
sult of examination she was convinced 

the host homes Were those of the sif- 

fra gists. 

The striking feature of all these 
speeches was the vagueness of Ihe 
predictions as to what would happen 
if suffrage should he granted to 

Women. It vis. Indeed, prophesied 
that pretty near every evil In the re- 
lations of life would he abolished, but 
Dobody showed hew It would be done 
Economic laws were blissfully ignored 
In every reference to the wage ques- 
tion. There were sweeping generaliz- 
ations as to what would happen in pre- 
venting tuberculosis, bettering san- 
itation, supresslnfi the sweat shop, 
and doing all sorts of other desirable 
things If women voted, hut nobody 
explained why they haven't been done 
In the four states that have had 
women suffrage for years, or In the 
ether countries where it prevails. 

The remonstrance was presented 
with the same dignity ami decorum 
that lias always characterized the 
Work of the Massachusetts Associa- 
tion Opposed to the Further Exten - 
tion of Suffrage to Women Its first 
speaker was Mrs. A. J. George of 
Brookllne, who said: 

"We II vp under a majority rule 
One would think to hear some of the 
arguments that casting the ballot was 
to obtain for each woman the one thing 
she held dear. Within a year, lead- 
ing suffragist speakers have argued 
that If women could vote, she would 
settle the divorce prohlem, she would 
drive out tuberculosis, she would 
abolish the white slave (raffle, shp 
would destroy the trusts, ami rinse 
the prisons. Within the last month a 
former president of the National 
Suffrage Association tin* said that If 
women MJnlrl vote In New York the 
taxes would be reduced one-half In 
that city. 

"As to the possible effect of the suf- 
frage on wages, I will submit to the 
committee an extract from Miss Rum 
ner's work on "Equal Suffrage.' She 
says; 'The difference In the salaries 
cf men and women teachers In Colo- 
rado. Instead of being unusually 
small. Is unusually large.' 

'Tntil we have some promise that 
Woman's political sense Is safer, 
Saner and steadier than man's, tt cer- 
tainly Is neither expedient, nor Just, 
nor patriotic to ask for the extension 
tf suffrage to women. The granting 
if the franchise would double the 
BUtnber of voters to he Informed and 
educated and trained and the results 
would not compensate for the econ- 
omic or social outlay. 

"There Is a crave possibility of a 
great social disturbance Involved In 
this question. Tonight you have seen 
women arrayed against women. That 
Is had. You might see women arrayed 
against men That is deadly." 

Frank Foxeroft of Cambridge, edi- 
tor of Llttell's Living Age and a mem- 
ber of the civil service commission, 
apposed the rending proposition on 
three grounds: First, that the great 
majority of women do not want the 
ballot; secondly, that the average 
woman is already carrying her full 
share of the burdens of life; thirdly, 
that there Is nothing, either in the 
condition of society or the condition 
•f women to Justify putting upon 
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women responsibilities, for which tney 
lave not been trained and which they 
can not meet without taking time and 
Strength needed f' r other activities. 
He pointed to the vehement opposi- 
tion by New York suffragists to the 
proposal to allow women of the '-fate 
a chance to express their wi.-ihes re- 
garding the suffrage aa proof that the 
Suffragists know that the great ma- 
jority of women are not with them; 
and he cited as further proof the vote 
in Massachusetts fifteen years ago, 
when lea than 4 percent of the women 
•f voting ace expressed themselves In 
favor of municipal suffrage and there 
were 47 towns in which not a single 
woman voted In favor, and 138 other 
towns In no one of which did more 
than 16 women vote yes. As to the 
purlflcatii n of politics by women, he 
quote.] Miss Helen Sumner as ad- 
mitting that i" a single Colorado 
county there were 1772 women fraud- 
ulently registi red.

Robert Luce, co insel f r V. » m o- 
ciatton. began by pointing o it that 
the petitioners had as usual at thes 
hearings, demonstrated their Incapac- 
ity for the suffrage by their hlase-s 
ami other proofs of luck of self-con- 
trol, fairness and power t strain 

passion and prejudb e. 

"Why do you vote ."' Mr. Luce asked 
the committee. "Because society 
asks the benefit of the judgment of 

the class to which you belong. There 
is no question of the desire of any in- 
dividual, however capable. The 
whole issue is whether the state will 
gain through Imposing the duty of the 
suffrage upon that one-fifth of our 
population composed of adult women. 

"In a vague way the suffragists say 
politics will be purified and legisla- 
tion will he bettered. If the conduct 
of the suffragettes is a criterion, will 
their entrance Into parti an politics 
increase its dignity, decency, and 
decorum? May we expect wiser 
statesmanship as a result of the yell- 
ing and screeching, shrieking, 
scratching, biting processes that have 
become familiar In England? One of 
the results In our ow n states whi re 
women have tre suffrage has been to 
hrins-' into existence a species of what 
they call 'hen iKili'iclans,' said to be 
fully alive to the political tricks as th( 
canniest ward heeler of the male sex. 
When Representative Shaffroth of 
Colorado resigned his seat In con- 
gress because he became satisfied he 
had been elected by fraudulent votes. 
It transpired that a woman had shared 
In the frauds, marking ballots and 
giving directions to women who were 
to do the repeating at the polls. One 
or two other women associated with 
her arranged to have a fight started 
to give a chance to throw out the 
watchers of the other party. There 
seems no gain from thus purifying 
politics In Massachusetts."

During this week, and at all times 
when the water is high in the river, it is 
plainly evident that foul matter anil 
sewerage is allowed to flow into the 
stream or purposely turned into it that it 
may be gotten rid ol without attracting 
such notice as if it were turned into the 
liver by the wholesale in tune ot low 
water. This should not be allowed, for' 
I although the sewage at this season is 
1 diluted by the large quantity oi running 
| water, tlie solid matter settles to the 
I bottom in oui ponds and makes iil smell- 
I ing water m summer tune, h is too bad 
that we cannot even have sweet smelling 
fteshel water in winter tune at hast, but 
under present conditions it seems we 
| cannot enjoy even that restricted luxury. 

Why not set the Winchester police to 
i watch at all times, winter and suminet, 
for evidence against those w ho poiute 
Winchester water against statute law and 
the law of decency 5 Our police, thanks 
to law abiding citi/ens, are not over 
worked in maintaining law and order in 
town and it seems to me that a good I 
watch kept on the condition of the water I 
and some quiet detective work in looking I 
up the source of polution even out ot 
town, would not add much to police bur- 1 
dens but might result in less sewage- 
being dumped into Winchester water. It 
is not enough to make a report occasion- 
ally of how much polution is being turned 
into our little liver, but such reports 
should be followed up by remedial meas- 
ures to stop such polution. A physician 
who is skillful only in diagnosis ami 
cannot tell how to cure a disease which 
he can clearly identity, is not as useful as 
one who does something definite to 
cure the sickness and prevent its recur- 
ance. Such conditions as exist now are 
certainly barbarous and the big "running 
trap" draining twenty-seven square 
miles of country above Winchester center 
and openly running through the center 
of the town needs much more attention 
than the condition of the little domestic 
traps about town which have lately taken 
up so much time in public discussion. 
It is high time for definite action when 
our little river is used as a 'common sewer 
without let or hindrance except by oc- 
casional spasmodic official action which 
i;-. not followed up by definite improve- 
ments. Kveu fishing in the reservoir, 
dangerous as that is claimed fo be, is not 
as dangerous to the public health, as is the 
growing worse cO"dltion of our poods 
and stream. I have not the least doubt 
but what the ixilice iorce of Winchester 
could do much, ii it was called upon, to 
stoo such open polution of our water as 
is continually going on. Why not sup- 
pliment the last very able diagnosis of 
the board of Health regarding the con 
dition of our ponds and streams by some 
decisive action as above outlined which 
will m ike the report of some practical 
value. It seems to most practical men 
interested in the question, that we have 
done talking enough and it in time some 
definite action should be taken to restore 
the natural puritv of our rivet water.

Five hundred and twenty pupils in the 
Highlands District grammar school build- 
ing in Holyoke, this state, narrowly 
escaped a panic and perhaps a frightlul 
loss ol life by the explosion of a gas 
engine last Friday morning. This engine 
has been in use in the building since it 
was opened to operate ventilating tans. 
The exploding engine slightly injured the 
j.mito' and wrecked the windows in the 
basement of the school building. One 
large piece of the flying metal crashed 
through a window into the girls lavatoiy. 
Fortunately, the rite drill is so perfect in 
the school that the children w ere man lied 
to safety before a panic occurred, The 
building was shaken to its foundations 
and the exploisoil ala tiled the entire dis 
trie t. The board of public works had 
been con- idering the substitution of an 
electi k motor foi this engine and now 
the installation will be made at mice. 



February 3rd. The above communi- 
cation was sent to the STAR yester- 
day. Today I took notice that sewage 
in large quantity was still poluting the 
river water not withstading its freshet 
condition. I therefore made <a serial 
effort to locate the BOUtee til the pollu- 
tion. By follow ing up the bubbles, toam 
and tilth in the water and floating on its 
surface I found that the main Metropoli- 
tan sewer which sewers the whole of Wo- 
burn was overflowing directly into the 
mill pond just back of Syninies grain mill, 
Cutter Village. The stuff pouring into 
the pond was indescribably filth v coming 
as it did directly from the houses and 
manufactories of Woburn. It came with 
great velocity, anil was much in quantity 
and stained the water for a long distance 
down stream. The stench was awful and 
was an etfectul warning not to risk one's 
health inspecting the vile conditions too 



long. I wish that everyone in Winches- 
ter could personally witness at this spot 
just what the state of Massachusetts is 
doing for Winchester, then I think some- 
thing would be done to stop the nuisance 
by going to the legislature and passing a 
special act for the punlicatlon of the 
Aberjoua river just as we did in the case 
of Russell's Brook. Thinking the occa- 
sion demanded it. I obtained two good 
witnesses to two-days' polution of the 
stream besides myself, one of the witnes- 
ses being Chief of Police Mcintosh. I 
also notitied tlie Winchester Hoaid of 
Health of the condition of things. 1 have 
privately looked up other cases of polu- 
tion before this and I have always found 
the Chief of Police ready and willing to 
do all he could to locate sewer nuisances. 
It seems to me his services in this direc- 
tion could be used much more in the 
future than they have been in the past. 

Inclosing, I might say that the mill 
pond including the bottom of the pond 
into which the Wobuin sewtr overflows 
is mv private property and if the town 
wishes to use my private ownership 111 any 
way to protect itself from such harmful 
conditions as now conttont it, I would 
be very willing to assist in any possible 
way.

VII, to dethrone the Plantagenets, light- 
ing in the battle of hoswotth tn 14X5.

Boston a few months ago, the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Com.

The Superintendent of 
Sewers reports that In his opinion by 
cleaning the siphons at night, with 
the aid of an additional number of 
men, and by making slight changes 
In the sower at the foot of Cedar I 
Street al an expense which, will not 
exceed on i hundred an 1 fifty dollars, 
ai! necessity for the use of the ex- 
isting overflows during cleaning 
operations will cease. As a matter 
of faci hut two of these overflows 
have been used for this purpose, the 
one at the fool of Cedar Street and 
the 01 e in the vicinity of the 
i nitarian Church, and then only for 
very brief periods o r t imo.

for severe criticism in 'he report of 
the "committee, of 15" chosen March 
10 of last year to Investigate Stone- 
ham's Lown affairs. 
| The commit tec overhauls practl. 
: cally every department of the town 
I and in general suggests that a 
thorough sluing house cleaning is in 
order. 

In its financial analysis the report 
shows that in the 10 years the town 
has decreased in valuation $4 0,000, 
and has increased its indebtedness 
$19,000, the present total being 
$129,202. It recommends that the 
board of public works be abolished 
in the interests of economy, and that 
its duties be assumed by th" select- 
men. 

Of th.' board of selectmen th" re- 
port says : "In iis supervision of th" 
departments under its control i' is 
entirely mo lax and does not suf- 
ficiently safeguard the Interests of 'If 
town." 

The fir" department management 
is ban lied without gloves, The com- 
mittee find laxity and lack of dis- 
cipline, and a Bystem of substitutes 
open to grave abuses. It says the 
chief engineer does not claim any 
well-defined authority ovel the til'" 
companies as bodies, or their mem- 
bers as Individuals. A sing!" engi- 
neer is recommended, with th" cap- 
tains of companies, as assistants In 
emergencies. 

Th" repei'' says : "Introducing 
liquors have rio place in tin public 
buildings or departments of a no- 
license community, hut an- neverthe- 
less always kept an I used in th" fir- 
houses, and are I • ghl with money 
received from ' i es, The tow n is t ay- 
■]•■■• eietT' Innate rates for the ns" of 
hrr- ; and the committee recom- 
• s Installing an automobile 
equipment." 

There are no rules or regulations 
iToverninft the police department, an I 
in consequence "there is consldi rable 
negligence in the enforcement of law 
and particularly in the ease of gam- 
bling establishments. Certain alleged 
clubrooms have been maintained for 
years under various boards of s< ! t- 
men, but in recent years mere tob ra- 
tion of these establishments has 
given way to th" active Interference 
with prosecution of their proprietors 
by at h ast one member of the present 
board of selectmen." 

The committee finds that there has 
been a la<!< of harmony in th» board 
of health and a laxity of enforcing 
lowti bylaws and its own orders. Ore 
violation of the law Ims been allowed 
to co on In spit" of protests from 
nearby resi lents. Th" l oan! offers as 
defence that it could not secure a 
lawyer to prosecute, because ttao 
selectmen would not guarantee the 
cost. 

In tin treasury department th i 



| committee criticises the method, in 
vogue for years, of paying town em- 
ployes in a lump sum, bj allowing 
some one person to receipt tor the 
entire, payroll without securing an in- 
dividual receipt from the person 
I paid. The commit toe finds that the 
treasurer has never Kept the ceme- 
tery bequests of $14,802.20 and the 
', library bequest of $2000 as separate 
funds. The town is liable for these 
! amounts, with accrued interest, and 
it is recommended that they he Kept 
apart from general town funds. 

The tax collector, th" committee 
! says, Iris been too lenient, so that un- 
paid taxes, running from two to four 
; years, and aggregating $30,000 and

There are numerous inventions ou 
the market for making housework 
easier. Some "f them are valuable, 
and others are worse than useless. 
Unless an implement after it lms been 
given a fair trial is found to bo a 
s:i\er of both time, labor and energy 
it is not worth bouse room. 

The Handy Fireless Cooker. 

Among the most useful articles that 
have been brought into the kitchen 
within the hist live years is the lire- 
less cooker, or, as it was tirst named, 
the "hay box.'* The conception of the 
tireless cooker is a very old one, as 
seine of the primitive races knew nil 
about and practiced the art of cooking 
after this manner. But it was forgot- 
ten or neglected by civilized people 
until a few years back. Now the "h«y 
box " has proved itseir so useful as an 
economy of energy and fuel that it 
has come to stay. There are some 
handsome tireless cookers ou the mar- 
ket that can be purchased for the 
moderate price of from f.H to $10, and 
•o complete and perfect are they that 
freezing, steaming and roasting can 
be accomplished at the same time In 
the three separate compartments. 

On several occasions I have frozen a 
mousse In one compartment, steamed 
corn bread In the second and rooked 
meat In the third at the same time 
and have had each dish "done to a 
turn" when It was needed for the ta- 
ble, With the additions of the hot 
•capstones that are included in some 



for doinu this are as follows: 

To two cupfuls of boiling water add 
one tens| nful of salt, stir In gradu- 
ally one cupful of nut meal. Let it boil 
directly over the lire f r live minutes, 
then place lu the cooker for oi;.rht 
hours or overnight. If the oat meal is 
cold In the morning reheat over hot 
water. 

Many persons are familiar with the 
construction of the tireless cooker, 
but nre not quite sure how to use one. 
For such a few general rul ts may be 
helpful 

Sonic Gj.ieral Directions. 

As there is no evaporation i.i the 

< Uer. use less water with cereals of 

any kind. 

While cooking the food over the lire 
leave the vessel uncovered. This will 
permit the gases formed In cooking to 
escape, 't his Is particularly necessary 
in preparing chicken ai.cl other meats 
for the cooker. 

If the granite utensil used in the 
cts.ker is too lar^e for the amount of 
food, ti-o ;i smaller vessel in whi h to 
look the food aid sot it i 1 1 — : . I » - the 
larger utensil, surrounded by hot wa- 
ter. To insure perfect success there 
sli: iiid li • two vacant spaces in the 
cooker or utensil. 

This method of cooking is splendid 
for chicken fricassee, stews of all 
kinds, pot rousts, soups mid for any 
meat dish win h requires slow cook- 
ing. If tho piece ot meat is large re- 
heating it after it his been in the 
cooker four or live hours and then con-

The prim ip il disi usmoii of the evening 
resulted over the article placed in the 
warrant hy Mr |. A Stock well of Stone- 
ham asking f >i an appropriation to extend 
the water main to his house on i'*oresi 
street at the Stonehani line, and which 
w,is granted de«oite tin- opposition ol 
Mr. D. N. Skillings, Chairman of the 
Water R iard. Ii was, to say the least, 
a peculiar situ ition win n a i iti/.en ol 
Stoneham should be permitted to come 
into a Winchester town meeting, advocate 
an appropriation, and secure ii despite 
the opposition ol .i town hoard. W in- 
Chester is certainly demoi ratic, 

Under artii le S, Mr. Charles F. Corev, 
Chairman ol the Appropriations Commit- 
tee, ottered the following motion, which | 
was carried:
